The recommendation contin­ 
ued: “We are convinced that this 
fundamental belief and depend­ 
ence of Americans— always a 
religious people—Is the best se­ 
curity against the dangers of 
these difficult days. In our opin­ 
ion, the security of the peace and 
safety of our country and our 
state against such dangers points 
to the essentiality of teaching our 
children, as set forth in the De­ 
claration of Indepen4ence, that 
Almighty God is their creator, 
and that by Him they have been 
endowed with their Inalienable 
rights of life, liberty and pursuit 
of happiness. 
“ We believe that the school day 
thus started might well include 
specific programs stressing the 
moral and spiritual heritage 
which Is America’s, the trust 


which our pioneering ancestors 
placed in Almighty God, their 
gratitude to Him from whom, 
they 
freely 
and 
frequently 
acknowledge, came their bless­ 
ings and their freedom and their 
abiding belief in the free way of 
life and in the universal brother­ 
hood of man based upon their 
acknowledgment of the Father­ 
hood of their Creator, Almighty 
God, whom they loved and rever­ 
enced in diverse ways. 


Basic Truth 
"We believe that thus con­ 
stantly confronted with the basic 
truth of their existence and in­ 
spired by the example of their 
ancestors, our children will find 
all their studies brought Into 
focus and accord, respect for law­ 
ful authority and obedience to 
law will be the natural concomit­ 
ant of theip growth, and each of 
them will be properly prepared to 
follow the faith of his or her 
father, as he or she receives the 
same at mother’s knee, by father’s 
side, and as such faith is ex­ 
pounded and strengthened for 
them by his or her religious 
leaders.” 
We parents who feel the worth 
of religion are also eager that our 
children might have good religious 
education through our own homes 
and churches.

We have alre ady purchased 
sub stantial am oun ts of goods and 
services from concerns in the area 
I of F airless Works, and we will con ­ 
tinue, w henever possib le, to make 
such purchases as we can from 
suppliers in this ,area. T ha t is just 
good b usiness. 
“The kind of development we are 
experiencing in this area means 
that there will b e literally tens

The machines of 
our custom ers which fab ricate our 
product into cons um er items are 
generally smaller, and many pro­ 
cesses, m achines and people are 
often 
necessary to produce con ­ 
sum er products of steel. 
“So. in term s of new job s, we can 
reasonab ly expect that there will 
b e new records of employment es­ 
tab lished in the Philadelphia area. 
There will b e large gains in popu­ 
lation in this and s urroun d in g com ­ 
munities, since resid ents of other 
areas will b e attracted here b y new 
em ployment 
opportunities.
